EDITORIAL THOUGHTS

Extraordinary Duty 


A fireman’s work, we’ve often said, is worth far more 
than we can afford to pay; few people, unfortunately, see 


firefighters working under the conditions they must toler- 
ate. 

Such was the case with the Howard Johnson’s fire Feb. 
19, 

It was such a bad night that few residents bothered to 
beat their way through the blizzard, in order to see what 
the department personnel had to put up with, in the way 
of weather, while fighting a stubborn blaze. 

Few of us, we'd venture to guess, would take on this 
task, 

But it isn’t until someone sees the firefighters working 
in such miserably cold and uncomfortable conditions that 
he realizes the additional problems they encounter. 

The department did a good job at that particular fire; 
they deserve public thanks. For although this might be 
considered, by some, to be just in the line of duty, those 
at the fire realize that any such duty is really extraordin- 
ary. 


Someone May Be Hurt 


An item of no small concern in this year’s warrant is 
a by-law change that requires the issuance of a permit for 
any removal of sand or gravel—whether it be for sale, or 
not. 

This proposal was defeated a year ago, because many 
voters believed that small,do-it-yourself projects on one’s 
Own property should not become involved with a permit. 

The Selectmen, on the other hand, point to a hole in 
the rear of a piece of property off Dascomb rd. as an ex- 
ample of what can happen without this requirement. The 
contractor did not sell the material—he just hauled it to 
another of his own sites. But the resulting scar on the 
landscape looks as bad as that left by any commercial 
gravel pit operation. 

We can sympathize with the latter viewpoint—large- 
scale removal of material should be controlled, or it can 
get completely out of hand. 

But it is equally possible to visualize the problems 
which might result if literal enforcement drove everyone 
into the town offices, to take out a permit. There are many 
occasions when gravel or fill might be removed, in minor 
quantities, while accomplishing some routine backyard 
project. 

It’s hard to see how the voters can vote for the article, 
thus protecting themselves against the wholesale removal 
and resulting scar, without the possibility of hurting some 
residents. This may have to be the price paid for gaining 
control of a situation that could become critical, if al- 
lowed to continue. 


Plates Losing Paint 


What’s happening to my number plates? 
This, it turns out, is a question being heard more and 
more frequently this winter—and the plates are hardly two 


months old. 


The paint is peeling off the numerals, making many 
plates all-but-impossible to read. 

It isn’t the car owner’s fault; one or two washes, plus 
the salt splashed onto the paint, and off it comes, 

We may not be able to do anything about the condition 
now—but it seems highly unlikely that this sort of situa- 
tion should occur again. The state should keep up its 
standards, and more carefully supervise the preparation 
It’s too expensive a proposition to pay for 


the plates once, then for replacements throughout the year,

The sort of wear showing now can only be the result 
of careless workmanship, or of using the wrong paints and 
mixtures,

Trees Can Get 
Bad Infections 

A tree can contract a disease 
in late winter, when all the world 
seems dormant, and in a very few 
weeks develop ugly cankers. 

All it takes, says Dr, Philip L. 
Rusden, are a few unseen spores 
(seed~like bodies of a fungus) car- 
ried unknown distances on a 
breeze. If these happen to land on 
a tiny tear or breakage in the bark, 
germingtion begins and infection 
occurs. 

The spores are of nectria canker. 
For years nobody paid much atten- 
tion to these decay-causing lesions 
when they appeared on bi rch, maple 
and oak in wooded stands. But now 
these nectria cankers also appear 
on prized shade and ornamental 
trees in suburban plantings and 
they are serious indeed. 

Last year young holly trees were 
killed by nectria in Maryland. 
Usually  nectria cankers are 
Crippling, weakening a tree with 
deep scars that lead to wind break- 
age 

Canker formation often follows 
winter injury, the spores entering 
breaks caused by heavy loads of 
ice or snow. Even insect bites be- 
come points of entry for the fungus, 

Tree vigor is the best way to 
Prevent formation of cankers. A 
tree well fed will heal and seal a 
wound before it gets out of hand. 
And between now and late spring 
all wounds on a tree should be 
expertly treated and protected by 

wound dressings.

Jonathan Jackson, Dr, Jackson's 
father, placed on record in the 
Suffolk Probate office, the follow- 
ing declaration: 

**Know all men by these pre- 
sents, that I, J, Jackson, of New- 
buryport, in the County of Essex, 
gentleman, in consideration of the 
impropriety I feel, and have long 
felt, in holding any person in con- 
stant bondage, -- more especially 
at a time when my country is so 
warmly contending for the liberty 
which every man ought to enjoy, 
-- and having some time since 
promised my negro man Pomp 
that I would give him his freedom, 
and, in further consideration of five 
shillings paid me by said Pomp, 
I do hereby liberate, manumit, 
and set him free; and I do hereby 
remise and release unto said Pomp 
all demands of whatever nature 
I have against Pomp, In witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and seal, this 19th of June, 
1776,°° 

In addition to Jonathan Jackson’s 
signature, witnesses sighing the 
declaration were Mary Coburnand 
William Noyes, 

The ‘*Memoirs’’ related: 

“This document is dated just 
two weeks before the glorious 
Declaration of Independence was 
issued, proclaiming all men to be 
born free. Pomp enlisted in the 
Army as Pomp Jackson, served(as 
fifer) through the War of the Re- 
volution, and received an honor- 
able discharge. He afterwards 
settled in Andover, near a pond 
still known as Pomp's Pond,"*

The only opportunity in New 
England to see an important collec- 
tion of modern German art will 
be at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art at Phillips Aca- 
demy, from now through the month 
of March, 

The exhibition, consisting, of 76 
paintings by 16 artists, was 
selected in Germany by the 
director of the Corceran Gallery 
of Art, Washington, Hermann War- 
ner Williams Jr., and was recently 
displayed in Washington under the 
patronage of the Ambassador of 
the Federal Republic of Germany, 
Locally, it will be displayed under 
the patronage of the German Consul 
in Boston, Dr, Philipp Schmidt- 
Schlegel, 
While German painting is part 
of the great international art move- 
ment, the present generation of 
German artists seems especial], 
concerned with searching out new 
techniques to express their mean- 
ing, One particular example is 

Otto Piene, whose new ‘Smoke 
Paintings’? have never been seen 
before, even in Germany, On the 
whole, it seems that German 
painters are more interested inthe 
metaphysical and their pallette i: 
more somber and restricted in 
range than that of American or 
even French painting today, Per- 
haps this is due to the fact after 
Hilter, German painting had to 
Start again from the very 
beginning, without traditionor con= 
tinuity which, despite the war, 
other countries managed to pre- 
serve, According to some art cri- 
tics it is felt, however, that had 
German artists been permitted to 
build on the traditions of the Ger- 
man Expressionists, the country 
would presently be more advanced 
from an artistic point of view than 
any other country in Europe and

The artists, mostly men and 
women in their thirties and forties, 
were chosen because, although well 
established in their owncountries, 
they are virtually unknown to the 
American public, They include 
Paul Wunderlich, who has deve- 
loped an abstract Neo-Surrealism; 
Gerhard Wind, the only hard edge 
painter in the group; and Heinz 
Mack and Otto Piene, both con- 
cerned with experiments with light. 
While there are no out and out 
figurative painters in the exhibi- 
tion, there are several whose work 
reflects in personal ways thetrend 
towards nature, Among these are 
Irmgart Wessel-Zumloh, Roswitha 
Luder, Hans Kaiser, Johannes
